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The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

Claims 1-21 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 2, 3, 7-22 and 28 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,628,219 B2 Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the present claims principally dispense with 
the explicit recitation of a plurality of internal voltage regulators, but clearly do not 
foreclose such an option at numerous instances still referring to a corresponding delay 
portion. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kato et al. (US 20010010480 A1), Dally et al. (US 6316987 B1), 
Allen (US 6061224 A), Jeon et al. (US 5805012 A), Dorle et al. (US 5254891 A), 
DeFalco (US 4445083 A), Berndlmaier et al. (US 4346343 A), Tomita et al. (US 
6661728 B2) each disclose various approaches to control the supply to elements of a 
section, such as gates of a CMOS delay, or to chips as a whole. But are not seen to 
disclose the sections in a data converter with an internal voltage regulator.
